Season 


Under  the  direction  of  head  coach  Ray  Louthen, 
the  Ball  State  Cardinals  posted  their  second  win- 
ning season  in  a  row  with  a  5 — 3 — 0  record.  In 
ICC  competition,  the  Cardinals  had  a  4 — 2 — 0 
record  to  finish  second  in  the  conference — two 
games  behind  Butler . 

The  gridders  started  their  season  by  blanking 
a  strong  Eastern  Michigan  squad.  14 — 0.  The 
Cardinals  traveled  to  Butler  where  a  spirited  Bull- 
dog team  handed  the  squad  its  first  conference 
defeat  by  a  score  of  1 3 — 0:  Ball  State  retained 
possession  of  the  traditional  paint  brush.  The 
squad  got  their  oft'ense  rolling  again  and  bounced 
back  to  defeat  the  DePauw  Tigers.  1 4 — 0.  in 
another  conference  tilt.  A  strong,  unrelenting 
defense  crushed  the  St.  Joseph's  Pumas.  23 — 0. 
At  Homecoming  a  record  crowd  estimated  at 
1  1 ,000  was  on  hand  to  watch  a  spirited  Cardinal 
team  defeat  the  Indiana  State  Sycamores,  15 — 7. 
The  following  week  scoring  ran  wild  as  the  Cru- 
saders of  Valparaiso  handed  the  Cardinals 
their  second  conference  defeat  by  48 — 40.

7.  For  the  last  game  of  the  season,  the  Cardinals 
traveled  to  Peoria.  Illinois,  where  they  were  de- 
feated, 28 — 14.  by  an  enthusiastic  Bradley  squad. 
Ball  State  finished  first  in  the  conference  in  the 
rushing  department  with  a  total  of  2 1 1 8  yards. 
Junior  halfback  Merv  Rettenmund,  senior  half- 
back John  Walker,  and  sophomore  fullback  Dave 
Reeves  were  the  main  contributors  to  this  total 
rushing  offense  with  635  yards,  397  yards,  and 
361  yards,  respectively.  Rettenmund's  total  yard- 
age set  a  new  school  record  for  a  single  season. 
Dave  Reeves,  Ball  State's  leading  scorer,  and  Merv 
Rettenmund  were  both  elected  to  the  all-ICC 
first  team,  while  Ted  Huber,  Larry  Hamell,  Dave 
Meek,  Norm  Troth,  and  Steve  Psikula  were 
selected  for  the  second  team.
